Aflembled in PARLIAMENT, 


Concerning Soldiers that reſort to }// eftminſter for Arrears. 


He Lords and Commonsin Parliament aſſembled, taking into their ſerious 
| conſideration the great inconvenience and danger which daily doth or may 

accrew by the reſort of divers perſons to the doors of both Houſes, underpre- 
tence of Arrears to them due, the greateſt part of them being perſons evil-affected. 
to the Parliament and Kingdom, and their coming thither being for the moſt part 
(though under other pretences) to diſturb themin their proceedings; And hike- 
wiſe remembring the eftectual courſe by themtaken by their late Inſtructions bearing 
date 28 eMay laſt, for the determining of all Accompets, ſo that there can be no 
colour of any ſuch reſort as aforeſaid, except itbe of ſuch who are unwilltug ws 
truth of their Accompts ſhould appear; Do hereby Order and Declare, I hat hence- 
forch no perſon or perſons ſhall preſume to reſort thither under any ſuch pretence;both 
Houſes having formerly Ordered , That.the Committee for the Accompes of the 
whole Kingdom, or other Committees authorized for that purpoſe, ſhall preſenr 
Rolls of ſuch Accompts ſo determined to both Houſes, and not otherwile, where 
thoſe perſons concerned herein ſhall receive ſuch further aſſurance and ſatisfaction as 
both Houſes ſhall finde to be juſt: Andincaſe after the publication hereof, any per- 
ſon ſhall preſume contrary tothis Declaration, T he Guards attending on either or 
both Houſes, are hereby required to ſeize upon them, and keep them in ſafe cuſtody; 
Andif upon Examination by the Commuttee of Complaints, it be found that there 
is any Arrear due to any ſuch perſons, every ſuch ſum of Money ſhall be and is for- 
feit for his or their Contempr,and ſuch further puniſhment upon others,as both Hou- 


ſes ſhall appoint.
